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comes home after an epic 
decade-long journey.

Already one of the most successful community col¬ 
lege athletic programs in the country, Tyler Junior Col¬ 
lege added one more sport to its powerful arsenal over the 
summer. 

During the 2014-15 school year, the Apache softball 
team will make its debut. The announcement had been 
expected for several months but was made official in July. 

“Softball has always been a sport that has been in¬ 
triguing and we knew we wanted to start sometime,”TJC 
Athletic Director Dr.Tim Drain said. “Even as early as five 

and a half, six years 
ago, when we decided 
to start womens soccer; 
the choice was between 
soccer and softball, and 
soccer was easier to start 
because we had a facil¬ 
ity, we had a field, locker 
room, coaches offices.” 

“Here recently, 
(softball) got a little 
more attraction, and 
the board decided to go 
ahead with it,” Drain 
said. 

Not only will soft- 
ball be the sixth wom¬ 
ens program at TJC, to 
complement six mens 
activities, but TJC is now one of 13 schools in Region 14 that 
features the fast-growing sport. 

With the addition of softball, TJC now has a total of 11 
scholarship sports. Only baseball does not give out scholar¬ 
ships due to the large number given to football. It is a wel¬ 
come addition to an athletic program that boasts 49 national 
championships. 

Drain said that soon after word began to get out that the 
sport was going to be added, he started receiving phone calls 
from possible recruits giving him their information. 

However, recruitment was not the first step in the build¬ 
ing of the program; hiring a coach was. That happened just a 
few weeks after the announcement of the addition was made. 

From a qualified group of applicants, Nicole Dickson 
stood out and was officially named on July 29,2013. The for¬ 
mer Paris Junior College coach led the Lady Dragons to the 
schools first-ever regional tide and national tournament ap¬ 
pearance in a womens sport. 

“The biggest factor for me (coming to TJC) is that it is 
the total package,” Dickson said. “It is in a great location with 
great programs and great facilities. It was a great move for me to

of the top programs in the 

country. It definitely is exciting to build my own program. I 
am very excited about the opportunity. Everyone has been so 
helpful with as far as getting the feel for things and things I 
need to be prepared for.” 

A native cjf Monahans, TX, Dickson played collegiately 
at Howard College and Eastern New Mexico. She began her 
college coaching career as a graduate assistant at Hardin- 
Simmons University and then was an assistant at Howard for 
three years. 

From there, she went to Paris, where she led the 
team to a 37-19 record, a regional tide and a ninth-place fin¬ 
ish at the national tournament. 

“I like the fact that she has some experience in our re¬ 
gion,” Drain said. “The last three years she has been to the 
national championship. She knows what it takes. She has that 
enthusiasm to build it from the ground up. 

“My joke to all the applicants was that we aren’t at the 
ground floor, we are in the basement. She is going to do a re¬ 
ally good job. I am highly confident of that. I have slept easy 
knowing I have someone that is going to come in here that 
can do the job.” 

Drains reference to being in the basement stems from 
the fact that the school doesn’t have a field yet for the team 
to play on. The plan in place is to construct one at the Apache 
Woodlands. 

The Woodlands is currentiy a group of portable buildings 
used for classes, but Drain said the fact that it already has a 
paved parking lot makes it the perfect location for the field 
to be built. 

With a coach in place and a plan for a field on the table, 
the next step for Dickson is recruiting. She will also be teach

Home Sweet Off-Campus Home: Cool Lodging for Coeds

More than ever before in Tyler, students have many resi¬ 
dency options when attending school. Those who are ready to 
leave the nest and relocate into their own place have two particu¬ 
larly attractive options - Staying at one of the dorms on campus, 
or renting an apartment. For those considering the latter, off- 
campus option, narrowing the range of choices may prove to be 
quite the task. For individuals who are still on the waiting list for 
on-campus living, or who are determined to start the semester in 
their own place, the added privacy and freedom of an apartment 
could well be worth the hunt for one. These are a few options in 
the vicinity of Tyler Junior College’s campuses. 

Just far enough south of TJC to get away from the campus 
vibe, nestled in a grove of pines just off the road, sits River Oaks 
Apartments. This complex boasts a pool, a community center, 
and even a ‘bark park’ for man’s four-legged best friend. The rates 
here are comparable to, and can even be less than, a semester’s 
stay in Lewis Hall on campus (Roughly $566 a month per se¬ 
mester). That is, provided the student finds a roommate willing 
to split the rent. A 950 square foot, two bedroom, two bath¬ 
room unit on the second floor runs roughly $395 per month if 


split 50/50 with a roommate on a six month lease, 
though individual services such as water, trash, 
sewer, and electricity aren’t included in that cost, 
and the expense of a daily commute or bus fare 
does add to the total cost of living. 

A few blocks away from River Oaks, near 
the intersection of Troup and Shiloh, are Wood 
Trail apartments. While the comparable units are 
slightly smaller in floor space than River Oaks, *mm* 

they are newer and offer a few amenities that their 
sister properties do not. These include a washer 
and dryer in the monthly rent - especially handy 
if a student isn’t fond of trips to the laundromat. 

There’s a pool, community center, business cen¬ 
ter, and all the other staples of apartment living. 

Rent here for a standard two bedroom, two bath is 
slightly less expensive than River Oaks, on account 
of the reduced floor space. This unit can be had for about $390 
per tenant if the rent is divided evenly with a reliable roommate. 
Upgraded apartments can be had withcovered parking and hard¬ 
wood floors throughout, and the proximity to Wal-Mart makes 
for convenient shopping. 

If high-end luxury is foremost in what the individual is 
hunting for, and a daily commute of fifteen minutes to main 



campus or so isn’t a deterrence, then The Mansions at the Cas¬ 
cades is a posh option. Hidden off the south-west loop of Ty¬ 
ler, these homes are a fair distance from the main campus, but 
conveniently close to TJC’s west campus. The resort feel of the 
surrounding Cascades

Home at last 

Monument finds way 
home after 18 years

After an unexpected 18-year-long sabbatical, the statue 
of Dr. Harry Jenkins, former president of TJC, has made its 
way back home. 

The statue was stolen in April 1995, with no clues as 
to its location. To steal a life-size bronze statue weighing 
approximately 300 pounds, the thieves must have wanted 
it pretty badly, and it was most certainly not a one-man 
operation. 

It’s impossible to say all the places Harry’s statue 
must have gone, but ultimately he ended up being left in 
an apartment complex in Austin, Texas, where Bernardo 
Trevino discovered him. Astounded by his discovery, 
Trevino took the statue back to his own apartment where he 
and his roommate Matthew 
Remington looked after it for 
over 11 years. 

“We named him George. 

Most of the time he was just 
the quiet guy in the corner,” 

Trevino said. 

The statue was made 
in 1987 by sculptor, John 
Harper, and is a $32,000 piece 
of art. 

Although they did 
research and had some police 
in Austin assisting them in 
their search, the two men 
were unable to find Harry’s 
rightful owners. This past summer, however, they decided to 
look again. Fortunately, Tyler Junior College had launched 
a cold case on August 16, 2011, in an effort to recover the 
long lost statue, and the information on the case popped up 
in Trevino’s and Remington’s search. 

After just a few phone calls, the Harry Jenkins statue 
case was solved and plans for Harry’s return were in place. 
In July of 2013, he was brought home. 

“We are pleased that this valuable piece of TJC history 
has been returned to us and will once again be on display 
for faculty, staff and students to enjoy,” Dr. Mike Metke, 
current TJC president, said. 

The statue of Dr. Jenkins will have a permanent home in 
Jenkins Hall, named in his honor, monitored by surveillance 
cameras. 

“We are going to make sure Dr. Jenkins statue stays 
here in a secure place that appropriately honors his major 
role in TJC history,” Metke said. “He’s traveled enough and 
now that he’s back home, we will make sure he travels no 
more.”

“Adult Preview Day. ” Instead of the nor¬ 
mal tour of the campus, where prospec¬ 
tive students are getting a 
taste of college life, they are 
taken into a workshop. This 
workshop reviews the pro¬ 
cess of getting started and 
gives better insight of how 
to file for the Free Appli¬ 
cation for Federal Student 
Aid (FAFSA) Pell Grant. 

“If a non-traditional 
adult student, over 21 years 
of age, decides to come

the first time, it can be 
confusing,” said Michele

were,” said Lisa Miller, registered nursing 
alumni. 

Finances are another issue some 
adult students may face. TJC offers a fed¬ 
eral grant specifically awarded for adult 
students called Carl D. Perkins Grant. 

“The Carl’s Perkins grant helped me 
pay for my books which was a big deal. It 
also helped me pay for day care for my lit¬ 
tle girl, and gas because I live so far away,” 
said Miller. 

On the other hand, international 
students are facing the challenges of be¬ 
ing miles away from home. Choosing to 
go to college in another country is a big 
undertaking and International Student 
Services is there to help these students get 
started. On the official TJC website, this 
department lists the process that an inter¬ 
national student must go through in order 
to apply and be eligible to 

- be enrolled for classes. 

International Services 
hosts an International 
freshman orientation dur¬ 
ing the first part of Sep¬ 
tember to help students 
get acquainted with TJC. 
This allows them to meet 
with other international 
students, and help them 
adjust to college life.

They have to try 
to balance college between family, work 
and everyday errands. Another difficulty 
is learning around classmates that are for 
the majority, younger than themselves. 

“I was excited to go back to school, 
because it gave me a chance to pursue a 
nursing degree like I had always wanted. 
But I was also afraid of the competition 
with younger students until I started com¬ 
municating with my peers. I found out 
that they were actually afraid of an older 
student being more intelligent than they

“One of the first things I would tell 
anyone that is new to the United States is 
to make friends so that you don’t have to 
feel so lonely, and be yourself,” said Car¬ 
los Montes, Sophomore Engineer Major. 
“Do not try to fit in right away in the 
culture, because you don’t know anything 
about it. But you will learn along the way 
how things go, and why people do certain 
things or say certain things to each other.”

Let the races begin 

TJC sits on 49 national championships

TJC won its first national champion¬ 
ship in basketball in 1949 under Texas 
legend Floyd WagstafF, and since then, the 
Apaches have added 48 more with wom¬ 
en’s tennis leading the way. 

So the race is to 50. Which team will 
get there first? TJC’s first opportunity will 
be Nov. 23, 2013 with volleyball, and if it 
doesn’t happen then, then it could possibly 
happen the very next day with either men’s 
or women’s soccer. The last chance TJC 
has to win a national championship in the 
fall will be football, which won’t be until 
December. 

“Instead of just getting 50, we could 
actually get to 52 in the span of two days,” 
Assistant Athletic Director Chuck Smith 
said. 

Both soccer teams are ranked in the 
top five, and volleyball ranked in the top 
10. Men’s soccer is ranked No.l in the na¬ 
tion while the women are ranked No.4 in 
the nation. 

“It takes a lot of hard work,” Men’s 
Head Soccer Coach Steve Clements said. 
“Not only do you have to be a good team, 
but a lot of things have to come together 
and a little luck.” 

For arguments sake, let’s say none of 
these three teams make it, then TJC’s best 


kept secret is the tennis teams. Men’s and 
women’s tennis have combined win 32 na¬ 
tional championships with 15 going to the 
men and 17 for the women’s team. 

“It’s hard not to get caught up in the 
numbers,” Tennis Head Coach Dash Con¬ 
nell said. “The coach before me (John Pe¬ 
terson) taught me not to look ahead and 
wonder when we’ll win our next one, but 
to just let everything happen.” 

The odds are definitely in TJC’s fa¬ 
vor. The Apaches have always had a rich 
tradition of winning, with only two sports 
not winning a national championship, vol¬ 
leyball and women’s golf. Just because 
they haven’t won a national championship 
doesn’t mean they’re not competitive. Both 
teams went to their respective national 
tournaments last year with volleyball fin¬ 
ishing fourth and golf finishing fifth. 

“Tennis has always been successful 
here at TJC,” TJC Athletic Director Tim 
Drain said. “I feel like volleyball is our 
next sport to take that next leap towards 
competing for the national championship, 
and don’t count out football, we were sec¬ 
ond in the nation in offense and our defense 
is much improved from last year, the race 
to the 50th national championship here.”
